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The examiner maintains that under the doctrine of broad and reasonable interpretation, it is fair and correct to say that Motsenbocker 
reads on the applicant's claims. Specifically, Motsenbocker discloses an electronic motor control that alters the motor speed/torque output 
at varying boat speed to more closely match the increasing torque requirements of an attached propeller at increasing boat speeds [par. 
0030]. 

Applicant comments that Motsenbocker does not display motor input power setting information. Figs. 8 and 9 are display devices that 
show the amount of propeller slip to the boat's operator [par. 0041]. First, the operator enters a speed command into the boat's 
computer/input means. This input command results in the motor's propeller rotating at the speed as commanded. This is. the "entered 
motor output values" recited in claim 1 , since the input commands results in an exact output motor value-a predetermined speed. The 
motor controller then compares this motor speed with the actual speed of the watercraft in order to determine slippage [par. 0032]. This 
slippage indication is fed back to an output display to alert the operator that a given amount of slippage is occurring [par. 0042], so that 
corrective action may be taken as necessary. This satisfies "an input power setting determining module that automatically determines a 
motor input power setting based upon entered motor output values" as recited in claim 1 . The slippage is the "motor input power setting"- it 
is based upon entered motor output values [the input speed command], and it was automatically determined by the motor controller, as 
given in par. 0032. 

Applicant comments that Motsenbocker's technique of controlling propeller slip has nothing to do with the motor's rating value or efficiency 
value. Slippage is a direction indication of both slippage and motor torque. A slippage of anything greater than 0 indicates that the 
watercraft and propeller motor's speed are different, which indicates less than 100% efficiency- par. 0033. The reduced efficiency is itself 
an indication that the propeller's torque is too great, and has to be reduced in order to lower the slippage, and hence raise the efficiency - 
par. 0047- 0048.
